“The Moche: Ancient Peru’s 
Mastercraftsmen”’ 


Moche stirrup spout vessel 


More than 1000 years before the beginning 
of the Inca empire, a people we now call 
‘“‘Moche” flourished on the coastal plain of 
northern Peru. Although the Moche had no 
writing system, they produced a vivid artis- 
tic record of their activities and their en- 
vironment in beautifully modeled and 
painted ceramics, elaborately woven tex- 
tiles, carved and inlaid bone and wood, and 
exquisitely crafted objects of copper, silver 
and gold. Among some of the most beauti- 
ful and delicately worked golden treasures 
on display at the California Academy of 
Sciences are representative of this ancient 
culture. 


In August anthropologist Dr. Christopher 
Donnan, Director of the Museum on Cultural 
History at UCLA, will present a slide/lecture 
on the technology and iconographic mean- 
ing of Moche art. Dr. Donnan had his first 
exposure to the subject in 1964 while work- 
ing on Moche material excavated by Max

Uhle in 1899. His subsequent studies and 
fieldwork in Peru have led to the publication 
of numerous articles and books, and his 
expertise and enthusiasm for the Moche 
promise a unique members’ meeting this 
month.

Chimu Burial Gloves 


Peru’s Golden Treasures, a brilliant exhibi- 
tion in every way, continues through Sep- 
tember 17. The photo above illustrates one 
of the outstanding works of art from the 
Chimu culture, a civilization which flour- 
ished in the north coastal river valleys of 
Peru from approximately 800 to 1470 A.D. 

In all five ancient cultures of Peru are repre- 
sented from the early Vicus through the 
golden days of the Incas. 


Don’t forget that through Labor Day the 
entire Academy of Sciences is open until 9 
in the evening, a perfect time of day to see 
the many exhibits on display and walk 
quietly through the relatively crowd-free 
corridors of the Steinhart Aquarium.

Other special exhibits now on display in- 
clude Peruvian Textiles: A Weaver's Art 
which shows the intricate weaving and 
looping techniques used in ancient Peru as 
well as pieces from the Academy's own col- 
lection of textiles. In the adjacent gallery is 
a selection of works by A. C. Vroman: 
Shadow-Catcher featuring over 50 turn-of- 
the-century photographs of the natives of 
the American Southwest. 


Near the entrance to Peru’s Golden 
Treasures, in Hohfeld Gallery Il, you will 
find an exhibit on Peru’s Natural Heritage 
with skins and models of some of the in- 
digenous animals of Peru, and selected 
pieces from the Wattis Collection of Nazca 
pottery, on loan from the Lowie Museum in 
Berkeley. 


Once again, in honor of our Peruvian theme 
this'summer, the Living Arts programs fea- 
ture various aspects of South American 
culture. 


Pre-Columbian Peruvian Twining

Nora Rogers will demonstrate the ancient 
technique of Peruvian twining each day 
from 1 to 4 p.m. The textile art of twining 
predates loom techniques, as well as the 
use of ceramics in Peru.

One day will be spent at Lava 
Beds National Monument exploring ice 
caves, cinder cones and other varied geo- 
logical landmarks before returning to San 
Francisco.

Lindblad Antarctic Cruising Expedition 
November 29-December 29, 1978 


Sixteen spaces are reserved for Academy 
members on this rare over-Christmas cruise 
to Antarctica aboard the luxurious Lindblad 
Explorer. The group will fly from San 
Francisco on November 29 for a three-day 
discovery adventure in and around Lima to 
see such attractions as the Larco Harrera 
and National Museums, the pre-Columbian 
ruins of Pachacamac, and more of Peru’s 
golden treasures at the Museo Oro del Peru. 


On December 3 you wil board the Lindblad 
Explorer at Puerto Montt, Chile with the 
first stop at Puerto Natales for a full day 
excursion to Mylodon Cave and Payne 
National Park. The cruise continues through 
the Fuegian archipelago from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic side of South America, fol- 
lowed by four days spent visiting the won- 
derful wildlife islands in the Falkland archi- 
pelago. In Anarctica the ship is expected to 
visit Hope Bay, King George Island, De- 
ception Island, Port Lockroy, Anvers Is- 
lands and Paradise Bay. The cruise will 
terminate at Ushuaia, Argentina and the 
group will return to San Francisco by air 
arriving Friday, December 29. The cruise, 
including all land arrangements and excur- 
sions is priced from $4,680 to $5,640, Twin 
Room, with air fare extra.
